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From Whence Come Wars?  ¥y James 1. Slay, Jr. 


Since time immemorial the sod has 
begn soaked with the blood of those 
€s:gaged in war. It is not possible to 
estimate, even approximately, the 
cost of war. No one, save God, knows 
of the lives and money expended in 
the prosecution of these nefarious 
struggles. Should it be possible to esti- 
mate the number killed and cost of 
killing them, ’twould yet be impossible 
to know, even partially, of the suf- 
fering, privation, destruction and 
__ horror entailed. We can safely say, 
Qos that all the wars of the past 

~ale into insignificance when com- 
pared with this-present conflict. 

The first war was on a very small 
scale. Only two men had been born 
and they were brothers, yet here 
present was the material to start a 
war. Two things are necessary in the 
process of starting a war. First there 
must be someone to fight and then 
something about which to fight. The 
method of fighting originally was not 
so important and only as man became 
more civilized did he become really 
efficient in the art of extermination. 
Cain and Abel; in staging the first war, 
set a standard for all others’ that 
have followed. 

We are told in James 4:1 that wars 
come from lusts that war in our 
members. In the case of Cain and Abel, 
we find that a jealous spirit had so 
possessed Cain that he must of neces- 
sity destroy the one who had excelled 
him in obtaining divine favor. Thus, 
this lust, after first overcoming Cain, 
made him to overcome Abel. All wars 
are first fought in the minds of their 
perpetrators and when the mind is at 
last won over by the lustful desire, 
then the actual war is prosecuted. 


You have, no doubt, heard the old 
adage, “For want of a nail a shoe was 
lost, for want of a shoe a horse was 
lost, for want of a horse a rider was 
lost, and for want of a rider a war was 
lost.” Surely if a war can be lost by 
such an inconsequential thing, it 
could have been started in the same 
way. A close study of history will re- 
veal the fact that some of the most 
deadly struggles of the past were 
caused by something trivial. Con- 
sider the Crusaders and their wasted 
lives and money all expended in the 
vain search for the Holy Grail and 
the idea that they must drive the 
heathen Saracen from Palestine. 
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Most wars of the past and present 
have been fought by common men, 
so that others could have the pleasure 
of ruling over vaster territories and 
greater populations. ’Tis a sad thing 
that those who start wars do not have 
to fight them. The suffering and hor- 
rors of wars are most generally felt 
by those who, for the most part, do not 
know what it is all about. We are not 
so much concerned in this article 
about political wars as we are about 
spiritual wars. The great war that is 
now rampant throughout the world 
is noticed by all, but while this one 
great conflict is going on there are a 
thousand petty strifes present all 
around us, and the huge affair is 
just the culmination of a multitude of 
petty bickerings. There are wars in 
the home, wars in the church, and 
wars among personalities. 

“Why,” you ask, “Go we nave these 
battles?” Simply because nearly all 
of us want to have our way. ’Tis the 
same old story of “The Haves and the 
Have Nots.” One is enjoying the bless- 
ing and the other, not willing to ob- 
tain the same blessing, starts out to 
kill the one who has more of the Lord. 
This causes war in the church. There 
is nothing so deadly as religious 
jealousy. The first strife recorded was 
of this nature. The most horrible 
scourgings in all history were those 
received by the saints in early Chris- 
tendom and later on by the pious 
Protestants during the Spanish In- 
quisition. Then, too, in modern times 
we have some of the most vicious 
things said of those who have tried 
to emulate Christ and really be New 
Testament Christians. 

There can never be much of a war 
waged unless there are present two 
belligerents. Many wars would die a 
natural death were it not for the fact 
that the oppressed is as anxious 
for a tussel as is the oppressor. Never 
fear of being exterminated, if you are 
in the right. Right does not have to 
have a champion other than one that 
is submissive. Surely, Abel was slain 
by Cain, but Abel will longer live in 
the hearts of all posterity than will 
his murderous brother. Remember 
our Lord’s admonition, “If he smite 
thee on the one cheek, turn the other 
also.” This may not work in the world 
of politics, but it will surely accom- 
plish wonders in the realm of Chris- 





tian living. 

Someone has said, “A good offense 
is the best defence.” Surely this has no 
reference to things spiritual. Who is it 
that fights our battles? Is He not the 
God of battles? We are not children 
of wrath, but of peace. They that 
fight continuously should take heed 
lest they be consumed of themselves. 
The world may need a war every 
generation to keep from becoming 
overpopulated, but surely the Church 
of God has never been too congested. 

It will do us well to learn a lesson 
from the world and profit by her 
mistakes. No war has ever settled any 
strife. The only thing that will settle 
difficulties is reason, and reason goes 
about not clad in the dress of battle, 
but sits enshrined in the minds of the 
sane. 


Men have planned and devised in- 
numerable ways to insure peace 
among men. Yet, in this, the most 
enlightened of all ages, we have had 
to fight two titantic conflicts in two 
generations. Surely wars come from 
“fleshly lusts that war against the 
soul.” May God help us, who are of 
Christ, to live yielded lives to Him and 
be at peace one with the other in 
the midst of this troubled world.

Ancient Jewish Tribe Discovered 


JERUSALEM, (ZOA)—A Jewish of- 
ficer who saw fighting throughout the 
African campaign, upon his return to 
Palestine, described a visit he paid to 
an ancient Jewish tribe living in caves 
in the Libyan desert. He reported that 
their synagogue is built under a rock 
several feet below the ground. These 
tribesmen maintain that they are the 
descendants of the Jews whom Titus 
sold as slaves to the Berbes. They 
were liberated from slavery only a 
century ago. They were delighted with 
the visit .of the Jewish officer and 
many members of the tribe embraced 
him and cried for joy.

Church Gains 


Pathfinder reports that, “The most 
significant growth in church member- 


ship in the United States is shown by 
fifty of the larger religious bodies 
with over 50,000 members, the Federal 
Council of Churches found in a sur- 
vey. Results were announced by Dr. 
Benson Y. Landis of the Council’s 
Department of Research and Edu 
tion. 


“Some 256 religious bodies in 1941- 
42 reported memberships totaling 
over sixty-eight and a half million 
people. Membership gains for forty- 
three Protestant bodies with more 
than 50,000 members were 23.8 per 
cent as compared with 23.3 per cent 
for the Roman Catholic Church. Of 
the Protestant denominations, re- 
ligious groups under the ‘Church 
God’ increased 197.9 per cent; ‘Evan- 
gelistic Associations’ increased 87.3 
per cent. 


“The Latter-Day Saints increased 
53.5 per cent; Mennonites, 66.5 per 
cent; Adventists, 52.4 per cent; Bap- 
tists, 35.1 per cent; Lutherans, 26.6 
per cent; Roman Catholic, 23.3 per 
cent; Church of Christ Scientist and 
the Jewish congregations for the ten- 
year-period from 1926-36 showed gains 
of 33 per cent and 13.7 per cent re- 
spectively. Methodists gained 19 per 
cent and Presbyterians, 8.8 per cent 
during the past fifteen years.”

Only One Jew Left Alive by the 
Germans in Kiev 


LONDON, (JTA)—The Moscow ra- 
dio reported that the Germans left 
only one Jew alive in Kiev, which had 
a Jewish population of 140,000 before 
the outbreak of the war. 

When Red Army troops reoccupied 
Kiev they discovered only one Jew in 
the city, the broadcast said. The lone 
survivor said that more than 40,000 
were massacred by the German troops 
soon after their occupation of the city 
in 1941. Those massacred were mostly 
women and children and aged, since 
all able-bodied men and many young 
Jewish women retreated with the 
Russian armies. 

The Jew took Russian military offi- 
cials to the places where the Nazis 
mowed down the 40,000 with machine- 
guns and threw them into ditches, 
which served as collective graves. 
These graves will now be opened in 
order that experts of the special So- 
viet committee to register German 
atrocities against the civilian popula- 
tion may be able to establish the guilt 
of the Germans.—California Jewish 
Voice.

The New Testament was written in 
the Greek language; it nevertheless 
embodied Jewish characteristics in a 
very great sense.. This, however, was 
practical in that there was an over- 
lapping of the Jewish dispensation, 
followed by the 
dispensation of grace, which opened 
with the origin of the Church. — 


“Elder,” as we have pointed out, was 
a transferred Jewish name for a New 
Testament minister, regardless of his 
duties or ministry. The Greek word 
“episcopos” referred to the office of 
one who was an overseer. Literally, it 
means an inspector, an overseer. It 
designates that the oversight is given 


& a certain minister. The work, there- 


ore, of the bishop has to do with the 

quality of the work done by others. 
Because this is true, the bishop must 
be “blameless, the husband of one 
wife, vigilant, sober, of good behav- 
iour, given to hospitality, apt to teach; 
not given to wine, no striker, not 
greedy of filthy lucre; but patient, not 
a brawler, not covetous; one that rul- 
eth well his own house, having his 
children under subjection with all 
gravity; (for if a man know not how 
to rule his own house, how shall he 
take care of the house of God?) not 
a novice, lest being lifted up with pride 
he fall into condemnation of the devil. 
Moreover he must have a good report 
of them that are without; lest he fall 
into reproach and the snare of the 
devil,” 1 Tim. 3:2-7. Here is beautiful 
order. It needs no comment. It needs 
only to be studied again and again 
by those who are distinguished as 
bishops. 

As the churches increased in num- 
ber, and as these also increased in 
size of membership, there was, of 
necessity, a demand for more minis- 
ters to oversee. It is logical, therefore, 
to conclude that because of this 
necessity, the use of the word “elder” 
naturally enough gave way to the use 
of the word “bishop” or overseer. It 
was during the years A.D. 41 and 42 
that New Testament elders were first 
mentioned in Acts 11:30. Those elders 
referred to in Acts 14:23 and in Acts 
15:2 were mentioned as early as A. D. 
46; with those of Acts 20:17 in the 
year A. D. 59. A continued use, how- 
ever, followed of the word “elder,” as 
is pointed out in 1 Peter 5:2, in A.D. 
60; James 5:14; 1 Tim. 5:17; also 
Titus 1:5, in A.D. 65. While on the

year A. D. 65 also; which had all the 
while been referred to in connection 
with the word “elder” and his work. 
The elder was specifically com- 
manded to take the “oversight” of the 
flock (1 Pet. 5:2). The word “over- 
sight” is a noun (Greek, episko- 
pountes) which is derived from the 
Greek epi-skopos; epi meaning upon 
or over, and skopos meaning to spy, 





to peer, to look into the distance; but, 
literally, (1) an observer, a watchman, 
(2) the distant mark looked at, the 
goal or end one has in view. Conse- 
quently, the elder was charged with 
the duties of the bishop or overseer, 
and because of this responsibility the 
name, with the increase of his func- 
tion and prominence, was changed to 
that of the bishop or overseer. There- 
fore, the elders were in each in- 
stance literally the bishops (Greek, 
episkopoi). See 1 Peter 5:2; Neh. 
1179, 14, 22; 2 Kings 11:15; Acts 
20:28; 1 Tim. 3:2; Titus 1:7; see also 
Dictionary of Christian Antiquities, 
relative to the bishop. 

It is quite certain, therefore, that 











the elder, who doing the work of the 
bishop or overseer, though preceding 
the title of bishop, could be none other 
than one and the selfsame person. 
Jerome, writing on Titus 1:5, says, 
“They did not differ at all from the 
bishops (Greek, episkopoi) or over- 
seers. Lightfoot, writing on Phil. 1:1, 
stated that “it is evident from the 
fact that the two words are used in- 
discriminately, Acts 20:17-28; Titus 
1:5,7, that the duty of presbyters is 
described by the terms ‘to overseer’ 
(Greek, episkopein), 1 Peter 5:1.” 
Lightfoot says, “The title ‘bishop’ 
(Greek, episkopos) denotes the func- 
tion; ‘elder’ (Greek, presbuteron), 
the dignity. The former was borrowed 
from the Greek institutions; the lat- 
ter from the Jewish.” The opinion 
that the name bishop, or overseer, was 
a name applying to the function of 
the offices and work of the elder, is 
not only borne out in 1 Tim. 3:1 and 
Titus 1:7, but is _ substantially 
strengthened in Paul’s letter to the 
Philippian church, where he mentions 
the “bishop” and deacons, but makes 
no mention of the elder. It would 
seem, therefore, in the light of these, 
that the title of “elder” gave way in 
practice and usage to the more mod- 
ern Greek word “episcopos,” or over- 
seer. I, therefore, conclude that the 
title of “bishop” applies to the office 
and work of the overseer, and that he 
is the successor in function to:the 
elder. 
ORDAINMENT 

While it is stated that elders men- 
tioned in Acts 14:23, also in Titus 1:5, 
were ordained, nothing is said about 
the ordainment of elders mentioned 
in Acts 11:30 or in Acts 15:2, which 
were, no doubt, the same body of 
elders. When and how the latter were 
ordained, if at all, nothing is available 
to guide us in our opinion. 

The twelve, however, were ordained 
by our Lord. Mark 3:14; John 15:16. 
The word “ordain,” in John 15:16, is 
taken from the Greek word “ethaka,” 
which is primarily from “Tithemi,”, 
meaning to set, constitute, appoint. 
While the word used in Mark 3:14 
comes from “epoisen,” but primarily 
from “poieo,” which means to make, 
constitute, appoint to some office. The 
meanings here are in practical accord, 
and no one would question the 
authority of our Lord-to do this. The 
twelve derived the authority for their 
ministry and any offices held by 
them, directly from our Lord, who

Dare we venture a series of mes- 
sages on a prophetic subject when 
our brethren in the ministry are so 
far ahead of us on such a subject. 
We plan to give our views on this 
subject. We do not pretend to be 
dogmatic, and the views of our 
brethren are held in high esteem. 


To acquaint ourselves with the 
thought, let us turn to Genesis 3. 
There we have the story of the fall 
of man and the God-given atonement. 
Let us note the fact that the life of 
an animal was taken so that man 
might have life. Blood was shed to 
make an atonement for his guilt. The 
skin of the blood sacrifice was given 
for man’s covering. His fig-leai 
covering could not satisfy a holy God. 
In this story we have the wonderful 
doctrine of substitution. 


For another illustration let us go to 
Genesis 4. Here we have the story of 
Cain and Abel. There came a day of 
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sacrifice in the lives of these first two 
boys. The story goes that Abel’s of- 
fering was accepted, while Cain’s was 
rejected. But why so? they both had 
an offering; they both had brought a 
hard-labored offering. The answer is 
that Abel’s offering typified the Lamb 
of God which taketh away the sin of 
the world, while Cain’s represented 
man’s own righteousness. There are 
many people just like Cain today. 
They try to offer their works instead 
of accepting God’s plain way of sal- 
vation. 

Now we go to Genesis 10 and we see 
our point a little broader. Here we 
have a fellow by the name of Nimrod, 
“the mighty hunter.” He succeeded 
in getting the people started on a 
building program. Such a program 
was contrary to the mind of God, be- 
cause it was a program of self- 
righteousness. “Go to now, let US 
build a tower, and let US MAKE US A 
NAME.” Dear reader, I want you to see 
the subtility of this selfish program. 
“Our city is a great one, and our 
tower reaches to heaven.” What, in 
reality, were these folks trying to do? 
That’s simple. They were trying to 
get to heaven some other way in- 
stead of going God’s way. Millions 
are trying the same thing today. We 
want you to note the fact as we pass 
along, that Mr. Nimrod established the 
first false religious system of which 
we have record. The sad fate of this 
story is that these self-willed people 
were brought to confusion. Babel, or 
Babylon, means confusion. We will see 
at a later date that the spirit of 
Babylon rightly belongs to the spirit 
of the antichrist.

every spirit, but try the _ spirits 


whether they are of God: because 
many false prophets are gone out in- 
to the world. Hereby know ye the 
Spirit of God: Every spirit that con- 
fesseth that Jesus Christ is come in 
the flesh is of God: And every spirit 
that confesseth not that Jesus Christ 
is come in the flesh is not of God: and 
this is that spirit of antichrist, where- 
of ye have heard that it should come; 
and even now already is it in the 
world.” 

There are scores of people through- 
out the world who deny the virgin 
birth of our Lord. The following 
statement has already appeared in 
these pages under the heading of “The 
Belief of Seven Hundred Ministers”: 
“Northwestern University took census 


of the belief of 1,300 ministers and 
five seminaries, asking the following 
questions: 1. Do you believe in the 


virgin birth of Christ? Nineteen per a” 
eo 


cent of the ministers and forty-one 
per cent of the students said, ‘No.’ 
2. Do you believe it was necessary @& 
the Son of God to die on the cross for 
the remission of sin? Twenty-six per 
cent of the ministers and sixty per 
cent of the student body gave a nega- 
tive reply. 3. Do you believe in the 
resurrection of the body? Thirty- 
three per cent of the ministers and 
sixty-nine per cent of the student 
body replied that they did not. 4. Do 
you believe in the visible second 


coming of Christ and His tof to 


reign? Forty-nine per cent of t 
ministers and seventy-five per cent 
of the students denied both.” 

It matters not who it is that denies 
these fundamental teachings of 
God’s Word, they are of that spirit of 
antichrist “which is already in the 
world.” 

1 John 2:18, “Little children, it is 
the last time: and as ye have heard 
that antichrist shall come, even now 
are there many antichrists; whereby 
we know that it is the last time.” 
John acknowledged that the spirit of 
antichrist was already in the world 
and that there were many antichrists, 
in his epistles, and we have already 
observed that the spirit of antichrist 
has been in the world since the fall 
of man. Since this is true, it is also 
true that his spirit is working in a 
broader measure than ever before. 

Verse 22, “Who is a liar but he that 
denieth that Jesus is the Christ: He 
is antichrist, that denieth the Father 
and the Son.” This verse tells us that 
those people who preach that Jesus 
was a good man and a great teacher 
but had no deity, are liars. Also those 
who deny both the Father and the 
Son are against Christ. 

2 John 7, “For many deceivers are 
entered into the world, who confess 
not that Jesus Christ is come in the 
flesh. This is a deceiver and an anti- 
christ.” The Sword of the Spirit goes 
deep in John’s epistles, and tells us 
that those who are in league with the 
spirit of antichrist are liars and de- 


ceivers. We shall give you their 
pictures in our next writing. 
Part Three 


2 Tim. 4:3, 4, “For the time will come 
when they will not endure sound 
doctrine; but after their own lusts 
shall they heap to themselves teach 
ers, having itching ears; and they 
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shall turn away their ears from the 
truth, and shall be turned unto 
fables.” Many precious souls have ful- 
filled this passage of scripture. How 
my heart goes out for those who have 
followed the teachings of the Bible 
intil they have been turned away 
from the truth by some false preach- 
er. Then there are those who have 
failed to believe the teachings of 
God’s Word at all. They are the type 
who “heap to themselves teachers, 
having itching ears.” Yes, they pre- 
fer to listen to a preacher who denies 
the fundamental teachings of the Bi- 
ble, to a true preacher. When people 
refuse to believe the truth, there is 
nothing left for them to do but to 
“believe a lie and be damned.” 

Peter’s Portraits of False Prophets 

2 Peter 2:1, “But there were false 
prophets also among the people, even 
as there shall be false teachers among 
you.” Here Peter is giving us a com- 
parison of the false prophets that had 
been among the Jews. He is also giving 
a picture that there would be false 
prophets among the people of the 
world today. “Who privily shall bring 
in damnable heresies, even denying 
the Lord that bought them.” Here is a 
picture of what we have already ob- 
served from John’s epistle—preach- 
ers who deny the deity of our Lord. 
Peter says here that they shall pri- 
vately bring in damnable heresies, 
denying the Lord. “And bring upon 
themselves swift destruction.” Yes, 
“Hell from beneath is moved for thee 
to meet thee at thy coming,” Isa. 14:9. 

Verse 3, “And through covetousness 
shall they with feigned words make 
merchandise of you.” Verse 18 says, 
“They speak great swelling words of 
vanity, they allure through the lusts 
of the flesh.” “Whose judgment now 
of a long time lingereth not, and their 
damnation slumbereth not.” Yes, these 
prophets have “spread themselves like 
a green bay tree,” but they will meet 
their end eventually. 


Verse 10, “But chiefly them that 
walk after the flesh in the lust of un- 
cleanness, and despise government.” 
As we have already pointed out in a 
previous article, those who “walk 
after the flesh” are liable to meet 
with confusion. Peter here states that 
they “despise government.” Yes, there 
is a class of “free thinkers” in the 
world, who believe what they please, 
regardless of what the Bible teaches. 
“Presumptuous are they, self-willed, 
they are not afraid to speak evil of 
dignities.’ When people follow the lust 
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of the flesh it becomes easy for them 
to speak evil of the preachers of the 
true gospel. 


Part Four 

Verse 12, “But these, as natural 
brute beasts, . . . speak evil of the 
things that they understand not.” Yes, 
there are scores of them, who speak 
evil of the doctrine of: Pentecost, tell- 
ing what they heard or making light 
of the things which they do not un- 
derstand. But the Bible says here that 
they “shall utterly perish in their own 
corruption; and shall receive the re- 
ward of unrighteousness.” 

Verse 13, “Spots they are and blem- 
ishes, sporting themselves with their 
own deceivings while they feast with 
you.” Peter states further, “These are 
wells without water, clouds that are 
carried with a tempest.” Jude says 
they are “trees whose fruit withereth, 
. . . twice dead, plucked up by the 
roots; raging waves of the sea, foam- 
ing out their own shame; wandering 
stars, to whom is reserved the black- 
ness of darkness for ever.” 

Verse 14, “Having eyes full of adul- 
tery, and that cannot cease from sin; 
beguiling unstable souls: an heart 
they have exercised with covetous 
practices.” Verse 15, “Which have for- 
saken the right way, and are gone 
astray, following the way of Balaam.” 

Let us dwell a moment on the 
thought of Babylon, the city of con- 
fusion, connecting it with the spirit 
of antichrist. We learned in a previous 
article that Babylon stands for that 
spirit that is against God. So it is 
with the spirit of antichrist. The word 
“antichrist” means against Christ. 
Babylon arose to fame and fell while 
in her drunken revelry one night. But 
there is a big hint in the Scriptures 
that she will arise and have her sec- 
ond fall. It is my opinion that Babylon 
restored will be the commercial seat 
of the antichrist, while Jerusalem will 
be his religious seat. Throughout the 
Bible the spirit of Babylon and the 
spirit of the antichrist are very close- 
ly connected. On your map you will 
find the City of Babylon in Mesopota- 
mia, between the river Euphrates 
and the Tigris River. This city is also 
called “The Land of Sinair.” Mystria 
Babylon will become “the mother of 
harlots” during the great tribulation. 

Since the time of NRA up until the 
present time our nation has been 
gradually led up to our present ration 
program. I believé we will be led step 
by step until we are educated into 
receiving the mark of the beast. In 


my opinion, the war will be won by 
the Allied nations. To be more spe- 
cific, this war will probably end with 
a “league of nations.” Soon after the 
war is over I believe the man of sin, 
as Paul calls him, will take his seat. 
Daniel said, “He shall obtain his king- 
dom by flattery” or by subtility. He 
will make a covenant with the Jew for 
a week (seven years) and will break 
it in the midst of the week. You say, 
“How will the world at large be so 
eager to receive the program of the 
antichrist?” We just as well look for 
a world-wide famine after this war. 
The antichrist will be the man of the 
hour because he will have the wisdom 
that it takes to make all men equal, 
or will appear to. His covenant with 
the Jew will affect the entire world, 
because what concerns him concerns 
the whole world. You ask, “Why?” 
Because the Jew rules all the powers of 
commerce. God forbid that any of my 
readers will ever be in league with the 
spirit of antichrist.

These pictures show both the ex- 
terior and interior of the nice new 
church we have purchased in Brook- 
lyn, New York, at 541 East 13th Street, 
just two blocks off Flatbush, the main 

ee street leading through Brooklyn. It is 
located in the section of the city where 
the apartment houses are side by side, 
four stories high, and it is estimated 
that there are one thousand persons 
to the square block. 





The church was a German Meth- 
odist church, and the lot on which 
the building stands cost $11,000’ when 
purchased. The walls of the building 
are of solid brick; and if the materials 
were available, would likely cost $75,- 
000 to build. The organ (on the pipe 
organ style) cost $2,500. The church 
has two good pianos, one in the Sun- 
day School hall, which is just be- 
neath the main auditorium, seated 
with folding chairs. The main audi- 
torium seats about 350 people. The 
solid oak pews are beautifully de- 
signed with a pulpit set to match. The 
large windows with life-sized pictures 
of Christ cost over $500 each. 


The building is equipped with a 
good modern steam heating plant. 
We know that you will rejoice with 
us to know that we have this nice 
church, which we hope will be a soul- 
saving station to the many hundreds 
and—may I say—thousands that pass 
@ that way.. The church, being sold 

through the courts, was obtained at 
a reasonable figure. Our people in this 
vicinity are delighted with their new 
church home. They now have a mem- 
bership of at least fifty-six, and the 
tithes are more than $100 a month 
already. Brother Carl C. Cox is the 
present pastor, and Brother J. B. Camp 
is the state overseer of New York. Re- 
cently I enjoyed a wonderful service 
with them in this new building. Sis- 
ter Mary Kimmer is now conducting 
a revival there. Pray that God will 
ee save many souls.—J. H. Walker, Gen- 
eral Overseer.

was Himself the High Priest and Head 
of the Church. The apostles were the 
first elders of the Church. Some form 
of appointment or constitution of 
authority of those elders, named be- 
tween the times of the ordainment of 
the twelve and those elders who are 
mentioned as ordained in Acts 14:23; 
15:2; Titus 1:5,7; and elsewhere, was 
unquestionably made. If they were the 
seventy whom our Lord appointed in 





Luke 10:1, which doubtless they were, 
we also have the source of their au- 
thority mentioned in that passage; 
and though it is not stated that they 
were ordained, the word “appointed” 
signifies that they were “pointed out” 
and brought into view as “other” than 
the twelve. The calling of the twelve 
and seventy leaves little doubt that 
Jesus had in mind some form of 
Church tribunal equivalent to the 
Jewish Sanhedrin, and most com- 
mentaries agree that this is correct. 
Such a view is further borne out by 
the fact that the “twelve” are always, 
in the early.chapters of Acts, men- 
tioned along with the elders.
